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IT WAS ONLY a one-page report, 
headed with the emblem of the 
French Foreign Ministry, classified 
highly secret and for official eyes 
only. Elad the Israelis known οἱ its 
existence and believed in the wbility 
of the French to implement it, 
Prime Minister Menachem Begin 
might never have sent his F-16 jet 
fighters into Iraq to bomb the 
French-buiil Osirak nuclear reactor 
on June 7, 1981. 

As one of his first acts, the new 
French President, Fruncois Mitter- 
rand, inslructed his Foreign 
Ministry (officially changed to the 
Ministzy of External Relations an 
May 10, 1981) Lo come up with a 
lough new stance on the Iraqi 
nucteur buildup. Mitterrand had as- 
sumed (he powers of office on May 
21, 11 days after his election, He 
named the socialist veteran Claude 
Cheysson as foreign minister on Fri- 
day, May 22, By the close of the 
weekend, Cheysson ordered a [ull 
review of the French nuclear con- 
tract with Iraq, asking his top 
diplomats for specific suggestions 
that would guarantee that the 

Osirak reactor would be used for 
peaceful purposes only, 
Milterrand, as the Socialist 
presidential candidate, had 
vigorously raised the question of the 
Osirak in his hard-fought election 
campign against the former French 
President, Valéry Giscard d'Estaing. 
Long known for his sympathies 
toward {fsrael, Mitterrand roundly 
condemned earlier French plans to 
supply the reactor with highly 
enriched uranium fuel, from which 
the-Iragis could have immediately 
built atom bombs. His position in 
writing lo official representatives of 
the French Jewish community on 
May 8, two days betore he swept the 
final round of the presidential elec- 
tions, could not have been clearer: 
“It is obvious, whatever is said, that 
4 country that belongs to the bal- 
tigticld should not. get materiats 
whose military use is evident." 
A high-powered task force, 
headed by the dapper M. Francois 
Nicoullaud of the ministry's Sub- 
division tor Atomic Issues, worked 
feverishly through the next 10 days 
to form a new French position on 
the iraq nuclear issuc, even as the 
‘new Government declared to the 
world thal France would honour the 
" Lermis of all pre-existing contracts. 
Far the first time, these diplomats 
— men like Nicoullaud and hia πηι. ἡ 
nuclear-proliferation-minded _col- 
leagues in the ministry — had the 
chance to coine out on top in their 
running battle againa'the export- 
minded nuclear. merthants within 
French industry and the French 
Atomic Energy Commission, - 
The French nuclear salesmen 
always wanted to sell, and they sold 
well and- vigorously. Their attitude 


ind actions reflected the position, 
“The consequences be damned.” 
The Fureign Office diplomats, 
highly responsive to pressures [rom 
Washington and elsewhere, main- 
tained an opposite posture. They as- 
sured the world thal their country 
was not selling the bomb, bul only 
“peacelul nuclear technology” to 
their wealthy Islamic clients — and 
France's suppliers of oil. 


FARK MORE was ai stake than the 
nuclear contract alone. Twenty per 
cenl of French oil came from Iraq, 
and France's over-all imports from 
[rug in 1980 had mounted to a stun- 
ning 23.5 billion French francs, 
some 55 billion. The nuclear deal 
had helped guarantee France a per- 
manent and reliable ‘source of oil 
supply. In retum, the French had 
become major suppliers of the lraqi 
Army, selling everything from tanks 
and armoured personnel carriers to 
Mirage aircralt and high-powered 
patrol vessels, 

French businessmen had made 
deals in petro-chemical plants, the 
renovation of Iraqi port and air 
facilities, highways, and telecom- 
munications, France's exports to 
{τα in 1980 amounted to 4.5 billion 
French francs, about $1 billion, 
leaving France a yearly deficit of 
about $4 billion in the two 
countries’ trade balance. 

Tet French business in Lraq was 
growing by a healthy 25 per cent 
yearly, and was a considerable help 
in correcting the country’s chronic 
balance-cf-payments deticit. The 
key to it all, at least in the eyes of 
many Frenchmen, was the nuclear 
contract itself. 

ἴα the view of the Foreign Oftice 
officials who had to make the deci- 
sions, France had to walk a 
tightrope between two contlicting 
pressure groups. On the one hand, 
the wealthy Iraqis wanted nuclear 
technology, had the money to pay 
for it, linked the nuclear supply to 
even more lucrative agreements, 
and did not like lo have their inten- 
tions questioned, 

On the other, the Israclis, and in- 
creasingly the Americans, believed 
that oil-rich {raq wanted nuclear 
technology only in order to make 
the bomb and had no other need for 
it. The lsraclis in particular doubted 
whether international inspection 
procedures on the Iraqi facilities 
could be effective in stopping the

ment's secret report sel out six steps 
that would have gone a long way to 
preventing the [raqis from using 
their controversial reactor to make 
the bomb. The diplomatic task 
forces wanted to “close the 
loopholes" and the mistakes they 
knew to have been made in the 
original French contract with the 

Iraqis. 

“The original agreement was 
made in 1975," one of the diplomats 
involved told us in an exclusive in- 
terview given on the basis that his 
name would not be used, “We 
looked at nuclear contracts dif- 
ferently then. We looked at the en- 
tire system of safeguards and 
guarantees with different eyes. 
Since then, people have become 
more demanding. They've imagined 
a whole range of what 1 would call 
diversion scenarios — how a 
country might get the bomb. We 
wanted to close the gaps in the 
original contract. It was all too 
open-ended.” 

What were some of these loopholes 
that the French diplomats saw and 
wanted to close? Some of them 
were shockingly obvious. For one, 
“Iraq had no legal obligation not to 
use the reactor to irradiate 
uranium," the official admitted, 
almost ofihandedly. 

Sitting in the comfortable French 
office, far away from the volatile 
Middle East, we were shaken. The 

—technical meaning was devastating, 
the political consequences 
profound. The officer was admitting 
that nothing in the French contract 
with Iraq legally prevented Iraq 
from making the plutonium that 
would, in turn, make atomic bombs. 

During 18 months of research, we 
had been subjected to constant of- 
ficial French assurances that the 
Osirak reactor would not, and could 
not, make the bomb. Now the 
diplomat was admitting that nothing 
in the French-Iraqi deat officially 
pevemes the Iraqis from doing just 

at. 

“That was a loophole, We wanted 
to close il. We wanted a public and 
contractual commitment thal the 
Iraqis would not use the Osirak to 
Irradiate plutonium, and make 
plutonium,” the official explained. 

We could not help but wonder if 
the French had been un- 
characteristically nalve in their 
original dealings with Iraq, or gross- 
ly negligent or conscious ac- 
complices of the lraqis in their drive 
for the nuclear bomb option. We 
asked the official if he felt especially 
worried by this particular loophole 
(among others), and he sought to 
put it into porapective, ᾿ 

“You have to look at the total- 


controls,” he told us. “And that 
total picture was reassuring, at least 
for the Hionest observer. The lragis 
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‘forbidden French techn 


could not divert the plutonium for 
military uses without being seen. 
Possibly the French could be 
fooled, for a brief time. The Inter- 
national Atomic Energy Agency, 
with its inspectors, could be fooled. 
Iraq could denounce the 


Nonproliferation Treaty. But Iraq: 


couldn’t have diverted for military 
use without being seen, and there 
would have been plenty of time for 
a diplomatic warning.” 

“How much could they divert?" 
we asked. 

“Stretched to the limit of the 
imagination, very little. It would be 
measured in grams, in hundreds of 
grams, but not in kilos — and the 
world would have known about it. 
Really, 1 don’t see how they could 
divert. Even if they got enough 
material for one bomb, what could 
they do with it? That would stop 
their entire nuclear programme. We 
would have cul off our cooperation. 
It’s just not a realistic possibility.” 


THEN WHY did the French sud. 

denly want to close the loopholes in 

the contract that they now admitted 
existed? ‘ 

“We wanted to do all this to 
answer the worries of public 
opinion,” the official told us. “We 
wanted to get assurances that would 
calm the public, and especially the 
Israeli public. 

“We had no feeling of technical 
urgency about this new polioy,” he 
continued. We had o political 
urgency but not, | repeat, urgency 
on the technical side of things. 
There were open-ended problems 
and we wanted to solve them. But 
there was still time,” 

The official's answer left open the 
question of international safeguards 
on “peaceful” nuclear reacors, and 
we shall discuss these in detail. 
What other loopholes did the 
French see in their nuclear contract 
with Iraq? ὃ 

“We also wanted to reinforce the 
guarantees on the permanent 
presence of French technicians at 
the reactor site,” the diplomat told 
us. “There were loopholes in the 
earlier agreements,” 

_ What kinds of loopholes this 
lime? The experience, it turned out, 
was recent. French authorities in 
1979 secretly signed an agreement 
with the Iraqis specifying that 
French technicians would be on site 
at Tuwaitab and available for work 
and consultation through 1989, That 
arrangement had been violated 
within the year. In the fall of 1980, 
during the first months of the 
lranian-lraqi. war — and 
notwithstanding the 1979 agreement 
= the Iraqis had restricted anid even

“We hadn't: goné into all the 
details on--those earlier 


agreements,” the official said. "We 
would have liked it expressiy said 
that the French are there on a per- 
manent basis. That was another 
loophole worth closing.” 

As the diplomat now explainedit, 
the French wanted to gusranie 
thal their technicians would have 
direct access Lo the reactor itself on 
an unrestricted basis, a move thet 
would give the French effective sur- 
veillance, if not control of the rea 
tor’s functioning. 


THE FRENCH also wanted to [or- 
malize their arrangements on the 
shipment and delivery of highly 
enriched uranium, that other sub 
stance from which atom bombs are 
made, and the kind of fuel that 
powers the Osirak reactor. The 
French had already decided to limt 
deliveries, so that each shipment of 
bomb-grade material would be ia- 
mediately irradiated (in effect, cow 
sumed by the reactor) and extra 
amounts would never be & 
cumulated and available to the Ire 
qis to divert to bomb use.

“HT you write that Iraq will have 
the bomb in two years, it shows 8 
certain pro-Israeli position,” he 
calmly alleged. “Scientists disagree. 
Some say two years. Others say 10 
years.” 

“So,” we pressed, “the question 
of when one says Iraq will have the 
bomb Is actually a measure of one's 
Political position.” 

“Preciaely, If you say Iraq can 
have the bomb in 10 years it is one 
thing,” M. Doutriaux answered. 
“But if you say two years, that is an 
{sraeli position.” 

Tt was a curious and unsatisfac- 
tory exchange, uttered, we should 
add, with some humour, but sug- 
gestlve of the emotional investment 
by each party involved in the issue. 


TO PROTECT their negotiating 
Position with the Iraqis, the French 
government has never revealed the 
contents or even the existence of

THE ISRAELIS were not reluctant 
to explain their actions. In a number 
of interviews we conducted with 
top-level Israeli officials in 
Jerusalem and Tel Aviv, a single 
view prevailed: The Israelis were 
convinced that the Iraqis wanted to 
make the bomb, These officials with 
whom we talked were equally con- 
vinced that the French — whether 
from narrow self-interest or per- 
vasive indifference — were helping 
them to do it. ἢ 

“When the [ranian-lraqi war 
broke out, we could hope that the 
French would see how mistaken 
they were giving nuclear bomb- 
making technology and the bomb to 
a country like ἴτ84." said Hanan 
Bar-On, the Foreign Office deputy 
director general In charge of Israel's 
diplomatic campaign against the 
Iraqi-French contract. “We hoped 
against hope that this contract 
would be cancelled by the Prench, 
he told us. “There were pessimists 
among us, and there were optimists. 
But when the French technicians 
(who had been recalled by the 
French from Iraq in September 
1980) began to return to Iraq in 
February and March, the pessimiata 
were proven right.” 

What about giving the new 
French Government a chance to 
act? Couldn't they have made the 
reactor safe by demanding the right 
guaraniees? : 

Bar-On felt not. International 
controls and inspection procedures 
were worthless, he contended. The 
Iraqis would have the nuclear 
capability, and besides, they could 
simply leave the Nonproliferation 
Treaty whenever they 30 decided. 
Isracl could not trust the inter- 
national community on 8 question 
of national survival. ~ 

That was a refrain we would heat 
time and again. The safeguards 
were useless. They didn't work. 
Israel could nol trust them. But 
what about the French? Bar-On, the 
cagey diplomal, refused to con- 
demn them outright, suggesting that 
perhaps they had been trapped into 
a contract that they themselves did 
not really want to fulfill. [srael had 
now given France an option, he 
believed. And with the explosive 
Osirak issue out of the way and @ 
new administration in France, the 
thorny relations between the two 
countries could be improved. : 


A second Israeli, the soft-spoken 
but politically miltant Professor 
Yuval Ne’eman, the former scien- 
lific head of Israel’s own nuclear 
and a one-time deputy head of 
Israeli military intelligence, was 
more pointed in his criticism. Inter- 
viewed in his comfortable home on 
a tree-lined street in suburban Tel 
Aviv, Ne‘eman did not believe the 
French were worth trusting. “Why 
should we put our faith in them, 
even if they ask us to,” he 
questioned rhetorically, “especially 
after they have been so careless in 
this entire matter? From the begin- 
ning of this contract, until now, they 
have done nothing to indicate we 
could trust them. . 

“Besides, in matters of our own 
basic security — and Iraq having an 
atomic bomb is basic to our security 
— how can we put our trust in any 
foreign country, or in any inter- 
national organization? What would 
the French do? They would send 
some pretty blonde to charm the 
Iraqis, and she would report back 
and say everything's line, there's no 
problem. Are we really supposed to 
trust that? Jn some matters, maybe, 
but not when it comes to an atomic 
bomb in the hands of a country that 
has vowed to destroy us.” 

A third Israeli official, who 
refused to be identified by name, 
was ready to be more specific about 
the Israeli attitude toward the 
French, putting it in the phrasing of 
a deceived lover. “They're whores, 
he stated with certainty. “Anything 
goes in their nuclear industry. 
Everybody knows it, even the Ira- 
qis. That's why they went to the 
French to buy in the first place. 


THE FRENCH, at least the “good” 
French in the Quai d’Oreay, bitterly 
disagreed. They felt that they were 
now, undér Francois Mitterrand, 
taking a position thal would ab- 
solutely guarantee peaceful use only 
of the Osirak. The Israelis had not 
given them a chance to take action, 
and the repercussions from the at- 
tack (which had included the death 
of a young Frenchman) would be 
serious. ; ; 

“They chose this moment for the 
bombardment purely for electoral 
reasons,” the Quai d'Orsay official 
told us. “It is not acceptable — not 
from a serious statesman.” ἵ 

We reflected on the irony of

same field as his well-known psy- 
chologist Iather, he moved to 
Yeroham. “!'ve lived here in the 
Negev for 10 years because I love 
the deserl and because there is work 
here that needs to be done.

At the end of 1977, Landsman 
was joined in Yeroham by five 
familics of religious — mainly 
American — olim who called 
themselves Mashmia Shaiom 
{Prociaim Peace). He had helped to 
organize them ond steer the garfu to 
Yeroham. There was a strong cie- 
ment of U.S.-style social con- 
sciousness, and under ils influence 
Landsman decided to redefine his 
job to include working with Beduin 
as Well as Jewish kids. 

“Mind you,’ Landsmun says, 

_ “my idea was to work as ἃ. pay- 
chalogist, not us an organizer. 
Given the Beduin's situation, 
political action woukin’t help him 
much, since, based on notions of 
force, it would only bring on more 
force from the Green Patrol. The 
hest way to effect change is to es- 
tablish human contact, which en- 
tnifs π΄ process of re-education 
through personal experience."

HALF-HIDDEN amniong trees and 
bushes on the vast campus of the 
University of Southern California in 
Los Angeles stands the Arnold 
Schoenberg Institute. The attractive 
small building houses the archives 
of the composer, provides space, at- 
mosphere and material for students 
and researchers, opens its 
auditorium for performances of his 
works and those of other composers 
exploring new avenues of musical 
expression. 

The institute, directed by the 
eminent musicologist and pianist 
Dr. Leonard Stein; also publishes a 
journal two or three times a year 
which contains a mass of material 
relating every facet of the life and 
work of the man who was porhaps 
the most complex musical intellect 
of this century. 

Arnold Schoenberg was born in 
Vienna in 1874, of Orthodox Jewish 
Hungarian-Czech parents. In 1898 
he converted to Christianity, but 
with the Increase of antl-Semitism 
after World War I, he gradually 
worked his way back to Judaism, 
and in 1933 was officially 
reconverted at a ceremony in Paris 
εἰ which one of the witnesses was 
the artist Mare Chagall, He had 
already resigned from the Academy 
of Arts in Betlin following the new 
laws expelling all Jewish professors, 
and in 1934 he wenl to the U.S. and 
settled in Los Angeles, where he 
died in September 1951. ᾿ 

Schoenberg's first wife wns a 
sister of Alexander von Zemlinsky, 
the Austrian composer and conduc- 
tor, who was also one of his First 
guides in composition. After her

SCHOENBERG was subjected to 
anti-Semitic attacks as carly as 
1910, as a teacher at the Royal 
Academy in London, and he left 
this post and moved to Berlin. The 
archives show that his awareness of 
the ‘Jewish Problem” had become 
acute by 1923, and from that year 
there are a great number of essays, 
projects, programmes and notes, 


culminating in a rather naive Four- 
Point Programme for Jewry in 1938. 

In his musical and literary output 
— like Wagner, he wrote moat of his 
libretto himself — Schoenberg con- 
centrated mainly on biblical or 
Jewish themes. He wrote Jacob's 
Ladder in 1917-1922; In 1928 he 
finished the libretto of Moses and 


"Aron though by 1930 he had only 


written the music for the first two 
acts, His setting of Kol Nidre came 
in 1938, the gripping Survivor from 
Warsaw in 1947, a 

In September 1932 he wrote lo 
Alban Berg, his foremost pupil ad 
friend: ‘“Today I'm proud to call 
myself a Jew; but 1 know the αἰ 
ficulties of really being one,” And in 
April 1951, he wrote to Frank Pelleg 


and Osdoen Partos in Jerusalem, 
thanking them for appointing him 
honorary president of the Israel 
Academy of Music: “1 is the task of 
Isracli musicians to set the world an 
example...” 


IN THE WORKROOM preserved 
at the institute, one can see all the 
paraphernalia of Schoenberg's hob- 
bies — a big work-table, hammers, a 
saw, special knives for cutting 
leather and ivory spatulas for 
bookbinding, many other 
fascinating tools, glue, a fantastic 
collection of accessories to satisfy 
his many activites outside composi- 
tion and teaching. He Invented a 
war game — he called it the Coali- 
‘tlon Chess Game — worked out in 
the finest detail, complete with 
tanks, battleships, airplanes, 
machine-guns, cannon and motor- 
cyclists and the complicated rules 
set out in a special booklet, and 
designed two very attractive sets of 
playing cards which are still on the 
market in the U.S. and Austria. 

The Institute catalogues over 250 
paintings, drawings and sketches, a 
talent of which the painter Kan- 
dinsky wrote: : 

“Schoenberg in his paintings 
renounces the superfluous 
(therefore the harmful) and 
proceeds along the direct path to 
the essential (therefore to the neces- 
sary). He leaves alone, unnoticed, 
all embellishments and artistic 
details... should like to call 
Schoenberg's art the ‘painting of es- 
sence.”

ONE OF THE MORE interesting of 
Jerusalem's neighbourhoods is the 
German Colony. 

Dominated by the solid buildings 
erected by the area's German 
Protestant settiors in the 19th cen- 
tury, the neighbourhood has a 
healthy mixture of residonts, rang- 
ing from working class to wealthy, 
with a generous sprinkling of bohe- 
mians, [t is an area where small 
shopkeepers do a brisk trade and 
know a large proportion of their 
customers by name, 

It is also graced by a number of 
restaurants of the momma and pop- 
pa type, with home-style cooking 
and informal eervice, One of the 
features of these restaurants js that 
they tend to be open on Shabbat, 
when practically all the other eating 
places in West Jerusalem are 
closed. 

According to municipal 
spokcsman Rafi Davara, there is no 
special dispensation for this part of 
the city, Restaurants are allowed to 
be open on Saturday as an essential 
service, although officially, at least, 
they are roquired to arrange for 
payment in advance, before the ad- 
vent of the Sabbath. 

One of these little eating places 
that seems io attract a goodly 
number of those too lazy to prepare 
their own Shabbat dinner is Hamim 
Veta'im, at 38 Rehov Emek 
Refa’'lm. Despite a rather altractive

that when one sees the extensive 


one feels impelled to ask whether 
they are all actually available. 
Surprisingly enough, they are; 
and our meal was both interesting 
and well cooked, if served a little 
haphazardly. It proved to be, in 
fact, a study in Israeli cuisine. 


I BEGAN with a dish of stuffed 
hearts of artichoke, each little heart 
forming a dish for the mound of 
chopped meat that sat on top of it. 
The sauce was rich and lemony and 
very well seasoned, a tour de 
force that would have been impres- 
sive in a far fancier restaurant. 

My companion’s kubeh soup had 
the requisite meat-filled dumplings 
which, in this case, were very soft 
and fluffy. It also contained greens, 
little meat balls and the authentic 
sour seasoning. While not quite as 
tasty as the stuffed artichokes, it 
was also very acceptable. 

For a main course 1 ordered 
hamin, the Sephardi version of 
cholent, the heavy Shabbat dish 
which {traditionally cooks all night. 
The plate was filled to overflowing. 
In the centre was a small piece of 
stuffed spleen, filled with rice 
which, despite its long cooking, had 
retained its perfectly separated 
grains, The seasoning here was 
quite hot. 

Another spoonful of rice, cooked 
with meat, was mild, with an aroma 
of cinnamon. Naturally there was a 


pane egg with its cre, 
alancing it on the othe: 

plate were beans, orb 
chickpeas, ali of which seomed f 
have been cooked separately, Pint 
ly, and perhaps least successful of 
the lot, there was some stewed 
meat, rather blan 
interesting. sad Be 


MY companion decided to try the 
beef with olives, a traditional 
Moroccan speciality. This jy 
perhaps one of those things that one 
is very fond of if brought up on i, 
but which does not appeal so readily 
to outsiders, It seemed to both of us 
to be unduly bitter and we though 
it a προς Ὁ have wasted so much 
time and effort removing the pi 

from the olives. seat 

Aside from some rather-unap. 
pealing packaged waffles and biscuits 
there was nothing special for a 
sweet course, and so we completed 
our meal with well-made Turkish 
coffee. 

At the end of the meal, 1 asked 
the proprietor how it was that he 
came to serve both Moroccan 
specialities like beef with olives and 
Kurdish delicacies such as kubeh 
soup. He explained that his mother, 
who does the cooking, is.a fourth. 
generation Sephardi sabra married 
to a Russian. With places such s 
this, there is yel hope for an Israeli 
national cuisine.

Charlic, who is nearing 40, has 
tome from London to his [rish 
home-town to bury his father. After 
the funeral, he goes through some 
-  pupers in the tiny cottage where his 
father spent the last years of his life, 
and in the process re-lives his youth, 
his relationship with his parents and 
others who played a part in his 
growing up. When he leaves ta go 
back to London and normal life, we 
can assume he is purged, and free of 
the burden of indebtedness to his 
father. 

Like ils author, this play is un- 
inistakubly Irish, not only in milieu 
and characters, but in Janguage, 
lone, sentiment and peculiar 
humour. It upens with Charlie busy 
with some papers and mumbling 
ahout the disorder when the deor to 
the kitchen opens, and there stunds 
Ba (that's father in Ireland), louking 
pretty dead but smiling like a 
leprechaun {1 was reminded of the 
stary | was told by someone who al- 
lended an Irish wake and suw the 
revellers stand the corpse on its feet 
and pour some whisky into its 
mouth). 

Charlie had an unha 
childhood. Father worked ee 


Irish 
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backbreaking underpaid job as a 
gardener on a nearby estate, mother 
ran the household with an iron 
hand, riding roughshod over her 
kind-hearted husband and rebel- 
lious son. 

_ The family led a humiliating life 
in a semi-feudal society (the action 
{takes place in the Twenlies!), where 
the pittance he paid the gardener 
was considered by the employer as a 
favour bestowed on a member of 
the lower orders, where after a 
lifetime of work which left him a 
physical wreck he was given a tiny 
pension, not as something due to 
him but more in the nature of a hand- 
out. When the boy finished school, 
his parents got him a job as a clerk 
with a rich Jocal merchant, a 
character out of Dickens who 
thought that in return for the wages 


he paid the iad he was entitled to 
teach him morals, 


THE REAL hero of the play is the 
father. He was acomplex character, 
primitive and sophisticated in his 
own way, brutal and soft-hearted, a 
loving father who did not under- 
stand his son, a hag-ridden husband 
who actually ruled the household. 
Alter his wife's death he resisted his 
son's pressure to move to an old 
people's home, insisting on his in- 
dependence, living a lonely life in 
the family cottage. He even refused 
to accept the money his son sent 
him from London to eke out his 
pension. He did this his own way: 
when the son comes to arrange the 
funeral, he finds that the money has 
nol been touched, but has been left 
to him In his father's will. 
Charlie's childhood and per- 
sonality were also shaped by his 
mother, a miature of fatalistic 
Catholicism and stern puritanism, 
an drishe momma whose over- 
protectiveness hampered the boy's 
every step, who opposed his at- 
tempts to rise above his social sta- 
tion as contrary to the natural 
order. Life to her was doing one's 
duty, as she saw it. As for rewards, 


those were to be expected in 
heaven. 


WE DON'T learn much about 
present-day Charlie and his tife in 


London. It is hinted somewhere that 
he is a playwright. But even without 
this hint one can have no doubt that 
the play is closely autobiographical: 
it would have been impossible to 
write such a play without basing it 
on one’s own experience. 

Writing of his own life, Leonard 
has succeeded in creating the neces- 
sary distance which transforms life 
into art. The play has a most in- 
genious structure in which past and 
present mix freely. The dead father 
walks in and out of the play when 
needed; Charlie is represented by 
the grown man and an adolescent 
boy, the two appearing separately 
or together, young Charlie having a 
discussion with Charlie approaching 
middle age. The other characters, 
too — the mother, the boss — move 
in and out. 

Complex as this structure is, it 
works marvellously, leaving no 
room for corifusion. This is also 
thanks to the fine staging of Yoram 
Falk, who keeps (he snatches of ac- 
tion well distinguished, clear and 
crisp. 

The play is very well acted by the 
Beersheba Theatre. The most out- 
standing performance is given by 
Mark Hessman as Da, impish and 
sentimental, effortlessly switching 
from mood to mood. There is also a 
remarkable performance by Ohad 
Shahar as young Charlie, and by 
Rivka Goor who, in the role of the

YET ANOTHER museum opened 
In Jerusalem yesterday, housed ina 
new building at the Yad Vashem 
Holocaust Memorial complex. [t 
coniains Yad Vashem's holdings of 
2,000 works on Holocaust themes, 
most of them documentary nates 
and sketches actually made in ghet- 
toes and detention and concentra- 
tion camps (the only other major 
groups of works of this nature is at 
the Ghetto Fighters Museum at 
Kibbute Lohumei Hageta‘ol). 
About 280 works coniprise the in- 
troductory show. Curator frit 
Salmon (who is also curator of 
Holocaust Memorial room at the 
Israel Muscum) hopes to rotate 
some of the material at a later date. 
The show is not so much a 
catalogue of horrors, but rather a 
profoundly depressing record of 
men, women and children brutally 
uprooted fram their homes, 
wrenched from their families and 
left 10 make the best of things until - 
their turn comes to die of ill- 
treatment and starvation or to 
be deported to the death camps, 
But it is also a monument to human 
resilience and crealivily, to the ar- 
lists, professionals and amateurs, 
who risked death to express 
defiance or to document Nazi in- 
sanity; or simply to make an act of 
creation — in the shadow of the 
Yaliey of Death. Their studios were 
camp yards or hiding places inside 
and outside the camps; their

Moreover, till the end of World 
War 1, and perhaps even later, 
Jewish radicalism in the United 
States was shaped by the search for 
appropriate responses to events in 
Russia. Even when it came to 
nuniber three million, the Jewish 
immigrant population in the New 
World continued to view itself as a 
branch of the Aefmiand: Russian. The 
young Aalutzim in Eretz Yisrael 
maintained that they wanted to cut 
themselves off from their past. In 
fact, the reader will discover a 
thread connecting ideus they had in 
Eretz Yisrael with ideas developed 
in the Pale of Settlement. In fact, 


the ideas they brought with them to 
the Orient embodied largely Rus- 
sian, and non-Jewish, conceplions 
of the world. 

Frankel interweaves his ac- 

count of the radical movements (the 
Bund, Poalei Zion and others) with 
absorbing analyses of the leading 
Jewish socialist thinkers — 
Borachoy, Syrkin, Zhitlowski — 
from whose thought the movements 
derived their programmes. His book 
begins with a fascinating chapter on 
Moses Hess and Aaron Lieberman. 
Why does he choose these two 
thinkers, who could be described as 
premature prophets? The reason 
becomes clear in the course of his 
initial argument, He maintains con- 
vincingly that socialism first began 
to influence Russian Jewry in 1881, 
after the pogroms, It was then that 
the weakness and self-deception 
became clear of the representatives 
of Emancipation. Their desperate 
attempts to integrate into society 
did nothing to diminish anti- 
Semitiam. And it seemed the 
authorities had discovered that to 
incite pogroms channelled the 
Frustration of the masses, Jewry’s 
altered state at the close of the cen- 
tury could no longer be ignored, 
__ The greatness of Moses Hess lay 
in his ability to grasp thia very early 
on, and to foresee its development. 
He was much derided in his lifetime 
but he turned out to be the prophet 
of the realistic approach. Frankel 
describes how he resisted his 
tendency to dissociate himself from 
the fate of the Jewlsh people, 
and serve instead the world- 
revolution, Finally, Hess realized 
that the only solution for the Jews 
waa renewed national sovereignty, 
Hess analysed very clearly the 
anomaly of Jewish existence — 
Frankel obseryes that much of 
Marx's view of the Jewish people 
had been developed previously by 
hizn — but would not accept it as in- - 
herent, and. thought it could be 
removed, - ἬΝ : 


: HESS‘ AND. LIEBERMAN did pot: 
‘touch the masses ‘Ih their lifetims 
but afler their deaths were regarded 
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as founding fathers. Syrkins’ praise 
for them is more than the eulogy of 
a disciple, There is a definite line of 
transmission in Jewish socialism, 
and Moses Hess is the first link in 
this revolutionary movement which 
so changed the nature of Jewish ex- 
istence. Hess and Lieberman be- 
queuthed to their successors their 
moral fervour, and their dedication 
despite the mockery they en- 
countered. 

The cluims of the Jewish socialist 
movements that they were the 
representatives of the Jewish people 
seein, in context, impudent and hol- 
low. The Second Aliya halut- 
zim, as Frankel stresses repeatedly, 
numbered only a few hundred 
enthusiastic young people. Yet even 
in conditions of physical hardship, 
and hounded by representatives of 
the old Yiséuv, the members of 
Poalei Zion and Hapoel Hatzair 
acted ns if they would one day 
determine the Jewish future, and be 
in the van leading battles, 

No doubt their moral fervour 
helped them keep up their spirits. 
However, fervour alone couidn’t 
account for the feeling that the 
future belonged to them even 
though their present was quite 
bleak. It seems the halutzim in Eretz 
Yisrael, and the leaders of ,the 
Jewish labour movement in the 
U.S., derived their faith in the 
future from the assumption that 
they had a correct grasp of the 
direction and meaning of the new 
historical processes the Jewish peo- 
ple were undergoing. 

In the same way, the members of 
Hapoel Hatzair rejected the 
Marxist-Socinlist analysis, and 
maintained that a dedicated in- 
dividual could change the world. 
Hapoel Hatzair was “socialist” — 
though it wouldn't admit it — and 
the Marxist movements also were 
idealistic in one way or another. 
Frankel makes it very clear that it 
was the movements which weren't 
over-dogmatic, or dominated by 
deterministic notions, which 
managed to grasp the situalion, and 
react to it appropriately. After ail, 
the kibbutz movement, and even 
the idea of cooperation, were op- 
posed to the viewpoint of the two 
workers’ parties of the Second Aliya 
period. Immigrants arriving with a 
belief In the “conquest of work,” 
who were prepared to 
proletarinnize themselves and to 
wage war on the First Aliya 
colonies, quickly abandoned these 
attitudes, established settlements of 
their own, and themselves became 
“propertyowners” and independent 
settlers, 

The radical internationalists often 
accused Abe Cahan, the editor of 
the New York Forverts, of sacrific- 
ing his socialist principles, and with 
flattering the prejudices of his 
readers. But it was his lack of 
dogmatism, and his realization that 
vision and politics had to be com- 
bined, which made his newspaper 
the representative of a large and 
powerful public, It had seemed to 
relinquish its aim. of educating the 
Masses yet it tumed out to be the 
great educator. It was powerful 
enough to influence the develop- 
ment of its Jewish working-class 
readership, and forced the 
Arocrican Jewish Committee, which 
Provided the traditional leadership 


of American Jewry, to take it into 
account. :

At a lime when Zionism 
had attracted few followers — for, 
of course, most Jews adopted the 
private solution: immigration — the 
Bund defended the national and 
class interests of Jewish workers. 
Zionist movements also were in- 
fluenced and encouraged by the 
Bund, Its opponents and com- 
petitors quietly took over much of 
its programme withou 
acknowledgement.

IN THE author's preface, he 
acknowledges the very well-known 
English historian, E. H. Carr, as his 
teacher. Carr wrote a 14-volume 
history of the Russian Revolution 
and of the Soviet Union till the time 
when Stalin consolidated his posi- 
tlon. Writing the history of the vie- 


lors, Carr ignored the losers, and 
was criticized for giving his study ao 
unnecessarily deterministic cust. It 
is Jonathan Frankel’s special virtue 
that he did not adopt his teacher's 
attitude. Frankel avoids the kind of 
hindsight available to the scholar 
who knows which historical move 
ments, or readings of the tinies. 
were endorsed by history. The 
historian has to resist the tempt 
tion to place Zionism at the centre 
of his argument, and to present the 
other versions of Jewish socialism 85 
mistaken and misleading, If he had 
yielded to that temptation, Fran! el 
would have given a distorted picture 
of the ideologies that disputed wilt 
each other for the new Jew 
generation. 

It did transpire that those who 
mixed more nationaliam with the 
socialism arrived at a better*com 
pound, and didn’t succumb to & 
falth in universal panacea’. 
However, in studying things 88 they 
were, Frankel knows the power δὲ 
unalloyed socialism had over Jew : 
communities whose foundations 
had subsided, and who wer 
scarching for a new frame or 
wouldn't negate the individue

τ WAS THE glittering splendour 
of the Caurt at Versailles which at- 
tracted every provincial gentithom- 
me to the capital, denuding the 
coutryside of what is now called 
middle management and causing a 
basic weakness in the French body 
politic.

There, the frugalily, 
not to say the parsimony of the 
monarchal establishment precludes 
every-day pomp and circumstance 
(the dally ceremony of the Chang- 
ing of the Guard reeks more ot 
circus than of regal pomp) and the 
garden parties at Buckingham 
Palace would have been considered 
fise-majesté by the Sun King. No, 
the landed gentry should cultivate 
their fares ef pénates, amusing 
themselves with such rural 
pleasures as hunting, shooting and 
fishing and stay away from the 
capital so that the King’s writ may 
rule the far-flung shires, 

But in order that the bucolic life 
should not deprive them of the lux- 
ury to which their wealth and posi- 
tion entitled them, they required a 
trusted purveyor and advisor lo 
provide them with the latest 
products of sophistication in fur- 
nishings, dress, household wares 
and foodstuffs. 

And not only the aristocracy, 
landed or otherwise, for the 1860s 
were ἃ period of mindboggling in- 
novation and concommittanl in- 
dustrial expansion whose captains, 
lieutenants and sergeants had, if not 
always the taste, at least the brass.

It was Mr. Cohen who brought 
the Burbridge dynasty (Richard, Sir 
Woodman and Sir Richard) into the 
Harrod management and they 
stayed for 60 years, imprinting the 
unique lifestyle on the enterprise.

“Remote shopping” became a 
dominant factor. In the store's list 
of “Harrods landmarks of Trade 
Pioneers” the first four items are: 

Pioneers of free delivery τὸ 
country; pioneers of shopping by 
telephone; pioneers of all-night 
telephone service; pioneers of 
special shopping trains from the 
country. 

Today with vastly improved 
mobility of the far-flung clientéle, 
Harrods receives 10,000 calls every 
day over 140 external fines; 27 vans 
deliver in the London areas alone, 
15,000 letters leave the store each 
day and 25,000 at Christmas. Still, 
remote shopping now is only 8 smail 
percentage of the turnover. 

In 1959, the controversial Hugh 
Fraser gained control of Harrods 
while in the late 1970s the equally 
controversial Tiny Rowland’s 
Lonrho Company acquired ἃ sub- 
stantial holding. Be that as it may, 
under the management of The 
House of Fraser, combining 
toughness, finance and P.R.

IT MUST have been a bibliophile 
Chief of Staff who invented IDF 
reserve duty, a season in my calen- 
dar set aside forheavy reading.
